ing what the textbook real- 
stands for, what the textbook really is; considering 
its legitimate functions education and 
glance two the mistakes teachers sometimes make 
when striving fit the textbook into the scheme 
things. Its efficacy, after all, depends how used; 
and its use depends the teacher’s conception it. 
The textbook, somebody once said literature 
means livelihood, good cane but poor crutch; 
excellent pair wings but inefficient gasoline engine. 

The textbook not the teacher. Nor substi- 
tute for the teacher. presupposes someone has 
brains and tact and specific training show how 
used and direct the children its use. Generally 
speaking, may laid down safe theorem that the 
better the textbook the more requires the teacher’s 
interpretation and direction; for the really good textbook 
complex mechanism which the inexperienced may 
tamper with only their hurt. The common foot rule 
easily explained class and can utilized readily 
the ordinary pupil; relatively simple piece 
mechanism. But the architect’s slide rule more diffi- 
cult understand and manipulate and the full range 
its possible use can grasped only the college student; 
relatively complex and correspondingly delicate. 
like manner, the best textbook demands more, and yields 
more, than the inferior textbook. 

The textbook history, arithmetic, grammar, 
Christian Doctrine is, among other things, combina- 
tion source book, guide book and reference book. The 
student turns find out the facts, learn how 
correlate the facts, verify the facts. Used with these 
three funtions mind, time saver, energy saver 
and preventer mistakes.

criticism directed against the Baltimore catechism 
textbook. How far such criticism justified not 
for say; but this know that very much 
due failure the part the critics draw the 
vital distinction between the textbook and the teacher. 
The Baltimore catechism was never intended teach 
religion; need live and devot men and women for 
that. The catechism text supplies the material, merely. 
grave mistake proceed the assumption that 
miraculous thing that will work wonders once ab- 
sorbed the pupils. That assumption the guiding 
principle those our separated brethren who seek 
make Christians out Fiji cannabals and Malay head 
hunters through the simple expedient putting bibles into 
their hands. 

Again, must remembered that every textbook 
contains both essentials and non-essentials, portions 
less importance and portions greater importance. The 
treatment it, therefore, must elastic. text 
United States History very rightly contains the dates 
the leading battles the national wars, account 
the settlement the original colonies, statement the 
causes that led the decline old political parties and 
the formation new ones, review the progress 
made the people industrial and artistic pursuits. 
Obviously, the details every case are varying im- 
portance, and the pupils must led exercise their 
judgment and their sense proportion. relative- 
little value for sixth grade pupil know the exact 
day when Thomas Jefferson was inaugurated; but 
relatively great value for the same pupil discern 
that the immediate cause the Civil War was not slavery 
but the problem secession. Likewise the textbook 
geography may furnish two isolated bits information: 
That Switzerland has sea coast and that Canvasback 
ducks are found Maryland; surely, even immature 
mind can led perceive that the two facts are not 
equal importance. 

The textbook, like any other book, reflects some 
degree the personality the man who wrote it; and that 
personality, being human personality, open the 
inroads error, prejudice, personal deflection. 
have mind just now manual American literature 
written admirable style and containing many valu- 
able pedagogical aids, but which stresses beyond all rea- 
sonable bounds the contribution made our national 
literature Cotton Mather and Jonathan Edwards and 
score more those dreary dryasdust New England 
preachers the bulk whose writings resemble literature 
closely polecat resembles Pole. The author, 


obviously, New Englander—and preacher; and when 


use his book must take both facts into account and 
consider them potent influences brought bear the 
selection and the shaping his material. 

this connection, too, the teacher must frankly recog- 
nize the fact that many textbooks are written inexperi- 
enced teachers men who are not teachers all, 
and that, generally speaking, practically impossible 
get first rate teacher write even tenth rate text- 
book. This may considered unfortunte; not think 
can explained psychological grounds; and has 
its analogy the fact that rarely does first rate poet 
write book the technique verse first rate 
orator make much success teacher vocal ex- 
pressions. The same state affairs may found even 


the spiritual domain where the man exalted sanctity 
not invariably safe and winning guide souls the 
lower rungs the ladder. Hence, the teacher must make 
liberal allowances for the defects the book, which are 
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really the defects its author, and seek make what 
wanting drawing deeply his own ideals and ex- 
periences. 

Great the spell—almost hypnotic—of the printed 
word. There are still many people the world who, 
when challenged produce proof for 
foolish statement, triumphantly state that they “saw it” 

find distant relatives theirs the classroom who take 
for granted that everything textbook the law 
and the prophets just because set down print. 
fact, they tacitly bestow upon the textbook degree and 
extent infallibilty which they would never think 
attributing the author the textbook were they 
meet him the flesh break bread with him for week. 
Such teachers need impress themselves with some 
notion the darkness the human tnderstanding—to 
say nothing the strong inclination evil—brought into 
the world through original sin, and bear mind that 
printing press has human intelligence and that even 
proof readers are fallible. all cases generous dis- 
count must made account the prestige the 
printed page. 

And now, touch.upon some the more practical 
aspects the use and the textbook, let briefly 
suggest some palliatives 
taken with oil and salt and doses proportionate 
the needs the patient and the nature the malady. 

Don’t follow the textbook slavishly. have called 
guide book; but have not intimated that 
law nature Athanasian creed. must adapted 
particular cases, must used critically and with dis- 
cretion, has pages and sections and even chapters that 
may profitably skimmed, even skipped. Bacon’s ad- 
vice about books general, some tasted, others 
chewed and digested, applies the parts the individual 
textbook. 

Don’t ignore the textbook. Some minds swing ever 
from extreme extreme. caution against the wor- 
ship the textbook one thing; imply that 
worthless quite another. The textbook indispensable; 
nothing can, ordinarily least, take its place. The 
teacher who regards with lofty contempt generally 
the man who intellectually lazy and cocksure that 
loath accept its salutary restraints. course, 
may genius, favored being who transcends all 
rules; but let him first prove the fact his genius. 
teach habitually without textbook akin growing 
strong and capable boneless body. 

Don’t condemn the textbook because you happen 
unfamiliar with it. new textbook some what 
like new suit clothes; may attractive, but 
makes ill ease, and argue that things were bet- 
ter before. “It elementary courtesy ex- 
amine book thoroughly, even give fair trial 
actual classroom work, before pronounce impossible. 
The groove spirit often makes teacher cling the 
antiquated textbook for better reason than that 
change will occasion him inconvenience. Yet inconveni- 
ence mighty incentive fruitful effort. 

Don’t afraid review the textbook often. The 
little girl who indignantly declined spell separate be- 
cause was away back page and she was now study- 
ing page 81, illustrates the needs reiteration deal- 
ing with the textbook. The pupils must never led 
consider themselves through with the book because they 
have come the last page; few cases, perhaps, the 
last page the best part the book start with. 
all events, frequent reviews—each one distinguished from 
its predecessor some saving touch freshness—tend 
produce that most desirable pedagogical efforts, the 
art learning subject whole. 

The one really practical for the teacher 
seek answer, fully and faithfully, this question: 
what extent and what degree does this textbook aid 
teaching?

WHAT THE MATTER WITH THE 
MODERN BOY? 


Dr. Thomas Baker, Head Master the Tome 
School, Port Deposit, Maryland, has discussed some new 
phases the education the modern boy brief 
article published thé New York Times recently. The 
American boy changing. “His sports are different, 
his books are different, his amusements are different, his 
school and his studies are different from those his 
father. possibly more alert, more self-reliant, 
better informed, more precocious. has grown older 
his experiences, has become busier, has become 
more restless, has become less boyish. more 
creature distractions and amusements, and altho 
may less boy not more man.” Most 


teachers will agree with this summary Dr. Baker.

time for serious study, fact, there tendency 
ridicule the idea taking the school studies seriously, 
Dr. Baker says, “Nowadays, the greatest thing the

likes the humorous features; gives grudging interest 
the striking pictures everyday life, but luxuriates 
the longer plays without which moving picture 
entertainment complete. 

“One watches group boys they leave the the- 
ater after one these highly colored, unreal, melodra- 
matic performances. They seem surcharged with 
the sentiment the piece. evident that they have 
been stirred what they have seen. Ninety-nine out 
hundred these productions are wholly untrue 
life. They have literary artistic value, but they 
always have sentimental ‘punch.’ They are ‘fast and 
furious,’ ‘vivid, vigorous, vital stories.’ They contain 
thrill, tear, heart ‘just one gasp after 
another, ‘the acme pep, punch and power,’ ‘fifteen 
crashing chapters,’ ‘the startling, stirring story the life 
struggle two women,’ ‘gigantic climaxes.’ picture 
deals ‘daringly and unsparingly with vital phase 
modern marriage.’ .‘The most superlative superlatives 
are inadequate express the dynamics the climaxes. 

“What effect the indulgence this form imag- 
inative debauch going have upon the minds 
ican boys?

Dr. Baker sums that these various diversions pro- 
duce dispersion the boy’s attention, and 
result has lessened regard for the importance 
value and dignity scholarship.

TURKEY KEEPER--JULES BRETON 


When Jules Breton painted this picture the Turkey 
Keeper portrayed scene familiar his childhood 
days the country around about his home town, Cour-- 
rieres, which was located the little province Pas-de- 
Calais the extreme north France, forming point 
between the Straits Dover and Belgium. This region 
the painter’s home now overrun with the armies 
the great war going Europe. 

Jules Breton the country around his 
native village. The work his earlier years artist 
was done this vicinity. The “Turkey Keeper” 
picture familiar the peasants France, especially 
the France fifty sixty years ago. The picture has 
relation our American Thanksgiving holiday, but 
nevertheless especially appropriate for study the 
month November when children’s minds are turned 
the Thanksgiving turkey. Breton especially cele- 
brated for painting the scenes peasant life. The real 
center interest this picture the French peasant 
woman the foreground the picture. She dressed 
plain, cheap costume the poorer working classes 
France half century ago. Besides attending house- 
hold duties the peasant woman works the garden, 
the dairy and other chores about the little farm. 
When the turkeys were let out gather food—the in- 
sects and worms the soil and the weeds and the weed 
seeds—some one had guard them they would wan- 
der away from home and not return. They might also 
wander into some neighbor’s field garden and 
great damage the destruction grain and some 
garden products. Those who have lived the country 
know something the roaming qualities the turkey 

some cases the turkey keeper would have charge 
only few turkeys, and, again, she might have guard 
large flock them. Sometimes she might this for 
large part the day, and, again, for only few hours, 
when the turkeys would shut the barnyard. 
easy note the picture that the turkeys are guarded 
piece rough ground that seems unfit for cultiva- 
tion. The turkey keeper sitting upon rock. 
She holds her hand long switch rod, which she 
may use driving the turkeys and from the place 
forage. 

One can easily tell from the picture that the 
season warm weather because the peasant barefoot 
and dressed lightly. probably mid-summer time, 
can see here and there blooming flower. Only 
few the turkeys are visible the picture.

The Artist 


Jules Adolphe Breton, one the best French painters 
village and country life, was born Courrieres, 
France, May 1827. His artistic gifts were apparent 
early age, and was sent Ghent 1843 
study under the historical painter Devigne, whose daugh- 
ter afterwards married, and 1846 Antwerp 
study under Baron Wappers. afterwards went 
Paris and studied under Drolling. first pictures 
dealt with historical subjects; but soon discovered 
that was not born distinguished this field 
painting, and so,turned the memories his child- 
hood and youth, painting the scenes nature and the 
country which had been impressed upon his mind his 
early years. 

1853 éxhibited his “Return the 
the Paris Salon and the “Little Brussels. 
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From that time was essentially painter rustic 
life, especially the province Artois, which quitted 
only three times for short excursions, going 1864 
Provence, and the following year Brittany, and again 


Brittany 1873. From the last-named place de- 
rived some his happiest studies religious scenes. 
won medals the Third Class 1855, the Second 
Class 1857, the First Class 1859, and again 
1861 and 1867. medal honor was awarded him 
1872. was made officer the Legion Honor, 
reaching the rank commander 1889; and 1899 
was made foreign member the Royal Academy 
London. 

Breton occupies leading place the French art 
the nineteenth century. There peculiar charm about 
his work. embraces the “grave, serious and vigorous 
poetry the country which expresses with love, re- 
spect and sincerity.” both painter landscape 
and human nature, harmonizing the two all his 
works with such justice and care, and such equal ability, 
that deserves the credit being master the two 
branches his art. “In each shows deep, earnest, 
reverential sympathy the presence nature, his eye 
for color almost faultless, and his technical capacity 
beyond question.” Breton has been called true pcet 


and painter, and his pictures bear evidence the justice 
this characterization. There delicate humor about 
his work that adds much its charm and individuality, 

Breton has written several books. The numerous 
jects treated his pictures may divided generally into 
four classes: Subjects dealing with labor, with rest, 
with rural festivals and with religious festivals. Among 
his works are “The Recall the Gleaners,” 1859; “Eve. 
ning,” 1861, the Luxembourg, Paris; “The Weed 
Gatherers,” 1861; “End the Day,” “Blue Monday,” 
1865; “Spring Water Near the Sea,” “Harvest Time,” 
1867; “Women Digging Potatoes,” 1868; “The Washer- 
women the Coast Brittany,” 1870; “Woman Spin- 
ning,” 1870; “Girl Tending Cows,” “The 
#1872; “The Cliff,” “When the Cat’s Away the Mice Will 
Play,” 1874; Gleaner,” 1877; “Evening,” 1880; “The 
Rainbow,” “Morning,” 1883, and “The Song the Lark,”

THE YELLOW-HEADED BLACKBIRD 
Thomas Roberts Audubon Leaflet 
Range 

The yellow-headed blackbird pre-eminently native 
the great plains, and, altho some parts its 
range invades regions not strictly prairie, belong 
“right the vast treeless plains the interior and the 
sparsely wooded areas immediately adjoining the east 
and west. Over all this region ranges, breeding from 
the extreme northern part Mexico the south 
southern British Columbia, the Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba the north. East and west occurs reg- 
ularly summer resident, from Wisconsin, 
northwestern Indiana and western Louisiana the val- 
leys the Pacific Coast states. winters thruout the 
extreme southern portion its United States range and 
the plateaus Central Mexico. Farther east the 
United States but rare wanderer. 


Haunts 
There one invariable condition necessary induce 
establish summer residence, and that abun- 
dant and permanent water supply, and associated with 
this must just the kind vegetation that suited 


its rather particular tastes. Preference given 
usually swamp slough that wet and hav- 
ing more less open water; never meadows marshes 
that are simply damp and subject drying out.

The female builds the nest and incubates the eggs 
without any assistance from the male. 

The male assists the care the young, but only 
limited extent and chiefly after they leave the nest. 

The body the nest constructed wet material 
collected from the water nearby. This woven about 
the stems the reeds, two three feet above the water, 
and its drying and contracting fixes the nest securely 

The lining consists pieces broad, dry reed leaves, 
the rim the nest being often finished off with the 
fine branches the plume-like fruiting tops the reeds, 
forming sort canopy over the somewhat constricted 
entrance. 


The typical finished nest firm, inverted, cone- 
shaped basket-like affair, suspended among the rigid 
stems last year’s reeds, only exceptionally among new 
growth. The height usually eight ten inches, rarely 
only four much twelve inches. 

skilful, industrious bird will build one these 
large, beautifully woven and lined nests all complete 
two four days.

The mark- 
ings vary from fine close speckling, almost uniform 
over the entire egg, large blotches scattered the 
smaller end and becoming confluent the larger end. 
Most the eggs present very fine and inconspicuous 
irregular tracings and spots black dark brown 
about the larger end, suggesting the more pronounced 
zigzags the eggs other blackbirds and orioles.

SCHOOL INSTRUCTION POULTRY 


THE BREEDS 

The earliest records that have regarding the domes- 
tic fowls date about 1400 C., when they were 
introduced into China. Their original home uncertain. 
this fact, however, are certain that they were 
formerly much smaller and produced fewer eggs. The 
same methods have been pursued developing the 
modern fowl that were pursued bringing the dairy 
cow her high state production—namely, selection 
and breeding. Certain types hens were given the 
production more eggs than other types. These were 
selected breeders and turn this characteristic was 
transmitted the offspring. The same method was 
used developing the larger meat breeds. 

Types—We will classify the different breeds into 
types 

(a) The egg type, which includes the Leghorn, Min- 
orcas, Houdan, Hamburg and Spanish. 

(b) The meat type which the Brahma, Cochin and 
Langhan are the best examples. 

(c) The general purpose type includes those breeds 
which rank well both egg and meat producers. The 
Plymouth Rock, Wyandotte, Rhode Island Red, Orph- 
ington, Java and Houdan are examples. 


HOW TEACH THE BREEDS 

teaching the characteristics the above types and 
breeds, the text book the hands the pupil has 
but little place. Written descriptions are easily for- 
The pupil should see the bird and learn its char- 
acteristics thru actual observation. Most the 
breeds mentioned above are found every community. 
studying the different types and breeds, children 
should requested bring two three their best 
fowls the school building where they may studied 
close range. box similar those used poultry 
shows will serve show and demonstration coop. 
When the chickens are being studied, the box should 
brought into the school room and the proper time 
the birds removed from the box for close study. Such 
study will mean more the pupil than any amount 
studying from the text book. 

THE EGG TYPE 

Let suppose that the first lesson the charac- 
teristics the egg type hen. The teacher should re- 
quest one the boys whose father raises pure bred 
White Leghorn hens bring three the best hens 
school. the meantime, the teacher has made 
study this particular type hen and position 
ask questions which will bring about the following: 

(a) Size. They are usually smaller than the breeds 
grown for the market. The legs are long, delicate and 
free from feathers. The body spare, long and deep.

Compare this type hen with 
the dairy cow and note the similarity. Both are devel- 
oped along special lines. Size sacrificial production. 

(b) Disposition. Pupils will recall that such bird 
off the roost early the morning and forages until late 
night. Seldom idles. frightened stranger, dog 
hawk. Will fly over high fences, climb stacks grain 
and wander considerable distance from home. Not con- 
tented when confined close quarters. Distinctly hen 
for the range, where they will find large part their 
fdod. 

(c) Matures Early. For the first two months they 
grow very rapidly, producing long tail and wing feathers, 
comb and wattles. During this period they are very 
susceptible cold and require most careful attention. 
The pullets lay early. Owing the large combs, 


wattles and naked shanks they require more careful 
attention during the winter. 
(d) Laying and Meat Producing Qualities. 


Breed for 


this one purpose, they excel laying qualities, but are 
inferior for meat purposes. Weigh several and compare 
with the larger breeds. 

(e) Brooding Qualities. The egg producing breeds 
are too nervous temperament good brooders 
mothers. Artificial incubation necessary. 

THE MEAT TYPE 

(a) Size. This type may compared the beef type 
animal. The neck short, body deep and full, legs short 
with the feathers extending well down the leg. There 
less waste bone than the egg type and for this 
reason this type demand the market. 

(b) Disposition. Unlike the egg type, the meat breeds 
are slow and sluggish. Not easily frightened and become 
very tame. Well adapted close quarters. 

(c) Mature Late. They mature slowly. Pullets will 
not lay before they are six eight months old. The 
males not reach maturity before ten months. The 
feathers start late and the critical period extends over 
longer period than the egg breeds. 

(d) Laying and Meat Producing Qualities. Few the 
meat breeds are egg producers. They commence lay 
late and are persistent brooders. the production 
meat they excel. Breeders raise them for the sole pur- 
pose the market. 

THE GENERAL PURPOSE TYPE 

This type has been developed for both the production 
eggs and meat. The dual purpose bird found 
largely the farm, where both eggs and meat are 
desired for home use and the surplus for the market. 
frequently contended that certain dual purpose 
types excel the egg types the production eggs. 
safe say that this type many 
the good qualities the other two. 

(a) Size. They resemble the meat breeds, altho 
not quite massive. They are medium size. 

(b) Disposition. They are not easily frightened and 
gentle disposition. They are easily confined 
small quarters and have disposition fly over fences. 
Unlike the meat breeds, they are good foragers. 

(c) Maturing Qualities. this respect they resemble 
the egg type. The feathers start early, but they not 
take the mature comb and wattles 
quickly the first type. Not easily susceptible 
weather conditions. 

(d) Laying and Meat Producing Qualities. They are 
close rivals the egg type the number eggs pro- 
duced during the year. weight they are inferior 
the meat type, but quality and the readiness with which 
flesh added they are scarcely excelled. 

(e) Brooding Qualities. They are much better sitters 
and mothers than the meat breeds. They are more care- 
ful than the larger breeds, breaking fewer eggs. Us- 
ually they have abundance feathers, which enables 
them well cover the eggs and later the young chicks. 

THE SELECTION BREEDS 

The question selecting the “best breed” largely 
one personal liking, the purpose for which the breed 
kept and the circumstances under which kept. 
The description the types given above will enable 
pupil select the particular type desired. already 
stated, the breed under this type matter personal 
choice. Leghorn, Minorcas, Anconas and Campines are 
strictly egg producers. The eggs are large and white 
and usually uniform size, important factor mar- 
keting eggs. They require high fence and are not 
contented close quarters. They are known non- 
sitters. The other common breeds poultry are large, 
lay brown eggs, easily kept close confinement and are 
known good brooders. 

The advantages the pure breed over the “scrub” are 
even more marked than the advantages the dairy cow 
over the “scrub” cow. The pure bred costs but little more 
the beginning. They are uniform size, color and 
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markings, which gives attractive appearance the 
flock. have constitutional vigor which enables 
them grow more rapidly and withstand disease. They 
are better layers. .Eggs for hatching are always 
demand. Lastly, the pure bred bird stimulates com- 
munity interest the poultry industry. 


fully realize that will not possible for every 
boy and girl start out with pure bred fowls. not 
let this deter them from starting. the next number 
will discuss the selection the egg type hen 
from the farm flock. 


PUT SEED CORN 
NOW 


Prof. Holden, Director, Agricultural Extension 
Department, International Harvester Company 


There are more than 100,000,000 acres planted corn 
United States every year, producing about 3,000,000,000 
bushels corn, worth nearly two billion dollars. Over 
per cent all the improved farm land the 
United States devoted corn growing every year. 
The United States produces about two-thirds the 
world’s corn crop. 


The average yield corn the United States less 
than bushels per acre. Just one small eight-ounce ear 
corn added each hill will raise the average the 
United States bushels per acre, double the yield 
and value the crop and add $1,700,000,000 its total 
value. 


every ear corn intended for planting were har- 
vested the proper time, and properly stored and tested 
before planting, millions dollars would added 
the value the corn crop every year. 


Seed corn should hung where the air can circu- 
late freely around each ear. There better place 
than the attic furnace room. should not hung 
bunches, nor stored barrels boxes, nor put 
piles the floor. should kept where the mice 
cannot get it. must not depend upon the crib 
for our seed corn. 

There are about 800 kernels the average ear 
corn, and one poor seed ear means 800 weak, dead 
moldy kernels, which planted mean missing hills and 
weak stalks producing little nothing. cannot 
afford take any chances. must get our heads 
the game. banker, merchant, implement dealer, 
farmer, teacher and preacher must get busy. 


you are county superintendent schools start 
seed corn campaign your community. You can reach 
the farmers your county thru the teachers rural 
schools, who will turn see that. the school children 
carry the message home. Bankers, merchants and imple- 
ment dealers can write personal letters carrying special 
seed corn literature their patrons.

METHOD SPELLING 

writer the Boston Journal Education tells 
visit obscure rural school New Hampshire, 
where witnessed the following described method 
teaching spelling: 

The teacher called upon the third six pupils. 
They came and stood row before the blackboard. 
noticed that soon they took their places all closed 
their eyes. The teacher wrote “planted” upon the board 
and placed eraser ready for use. Then she said: 
“Time”; the pupils opened their eyes, and almost simul- 
taneously the word was erased. 

Each pupil called upon pronounced the word, 
spelled it, and pronounced again. When each separately 
had spelled “planted” correctly, the six recited unison, 
going thru the process twice. Beginning third time, 
they pronounced the word and, this time, spelled aloud 
slowly they wrote the word out, resting their papers 
the books their hands. 

this way “Thursday,” “nothing,” “admission,” and 
were spelled. Each pupil gave sentence using 
one these words: “My father planted garden”; 
went school Thursday”; “There nothing your 
desk.” They went their seats and turned over the 
papers containing the words. The teacher now gave out 
the words, different order, written out. Papers 
were corrected once. 

The seventh grade, four pupils, spelled such words 
“independent,” “analyze,” “ambulance,” after this method.

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Take the stock provided for the sides and true one 
surface with the plane and square. Now square one 
edge the working surface just planed. Square one 
end your square edge and surface next. not 
measure the length but square the other end the 
planed faces. Now take your marking gage, set 
inches and gage neat, straight line around the 
block, with the grain, gaging from your square edge. 
Plane the stock down the gage line. Keep the work 
square and not plane below the gage line. 


Take your rule and measure from both ends toward 
the center inches. Cut thru these lengths, across the 
grain, and around the block, neat, straight, knife lines, 
using the try-square guide for your knife. not 
use lead pencil. See that the lines meet the edges. 
Now take your saw and cut the block two pieces, 
sawing between the knife lines. Hold the saw carefully, 
pressing but little, you will chip off the under 
edges the saw passes thru, thus spoiling your work. 
Square the two ends the knife lines, planing from 
both edges toward the center for fear you chip the cor- 
ners. each end both side pieces you will have 
work out, very carefully, piece inch deep and 
inch wide receive the end pieces. not make 
mistake and cut one one side and the other the 
other side; they must the same side. 


Make the two end pieces the same manner, 
inches long when finished. 


Fasten the two sides and the ends together with brass 
screws.

semblance individual remedy sufficient earn 
very large sums. Many these institutions boast 
their mushroom growth, altho known that the real 
benefits are practically nil. there are big gains 
mere temporary relief, there must millions the 
real relief; the search for goes on. And right here 
the kernel the whole situation. Those millions 
would vanish stammering was stopped childhood; 
stammering fostered. That why parents and 
teachers are not advised stop stammering its incep- 
tion, but are induced adopt course which intensifies 
and confirms it. 


Let consider the co-operating for the con- 
tinuation stammering. Since the world too big and 
life too short disseminate much information orally,

depend the press for our information; what 
know about stammering comes principally from the 
press. The press prints what the authorities stam- 
mering offer. And who are these authorities? They 
are the ones seeking the “millions-in-it” discovery. Will 
they print information which will away with stam- 
mering and consequently away with that discovery? 
Not you would notice it. That not slang. They 


_do frequently print such information; but they make 


inconspicuous that you not notice it. the 
contrary you notice the elaborate theories the dis- 
order and the complicated methods combating it. 
Those features bring the authors notoriety and payments 
and pupils and college degrees and scientific honors; 
and this case, with the remedies, most what 
written erroneous. The reader can see that for him- 
self; stammering spasm the tongue muscle 
not caused adenoid; caused the suppres- 
sion left-handedness, not caused the non- 
suppression erotic desires. And finally the reader 
can sweep all such things off the board considering 
that whatever stammering is, arises from imitating 
stammering; and none those things can acquired 
merely imitating the dialect another person. 

The unlimited dissemination such untenable theories 
has obfuscated the real remedy—the remedy pro- 
hibition childhood—that every agency which should 
work the interest the stammerers, prejudiced 
against their interest, and even work their injury. 
this country alone 300,000 distressed mothers see their 
children growing the horrid disorder, and will 
anyone tell them what do? No. The doctor, the 
government health bureaus, the welfare societies, the 
great philanthropic societies, public men, writers—all say 
“No; will not advise parents stop stammering 
stopping it; might make mistake and injure our rep- 
utations.” the lives hundreds thousands inno- 
cent children must injured save those reputations. 
Yet many those people know, and some have even 
put record, that the disorder would vanish parents 
would prohibit its inception. 

What the way out this difficulty? seems 
the means the public schools. The disorder 
infectious, and every child under twelve years age 
liable contract school. When parents understand 
this—and the information getting them, principally 
means the educational press, which has been more 
liberal than the general press—the parents will require 
the school authorities eliminate that source infec- 
tion. The only feasible means doing the pro- 
hibition stammering school property—by requiring 
the stammering child suppress his defective speech 
and calm himself and speak normally make 
signs write remain silent.

That the connection between the different studies and

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HOME WORK. 

Writing “Home Work for Elementary Pupils.” 

Edward Still, observes “The Educational Review.” 

Statistics prove that over ninety per cent the pupils 
leave elementary schools before the age fourteen and 
never attend high school, but enter upon their life-work 
immediately after graduation. They longer have 
sympathetic teacher partial parent help them, 
but strange shop, store, office, factory, under the 
direction foreman superintendent, they are forced 
perform daily tasks which require industry, self-reliance, 
and thoroness. 

Therefore becomes the duty elementary school 
principal equip all his graduates not only with the neces- 
sary scholastic knowledge, but also (and this equally 
important) with proper training how apply them. 
This training can not given merely teaching the 
children how study school; they must also taught 
that real education can only attained continued 
application, and the assignment certain amount 
home work excellent method giving this instruction. 
Otherwise the pupils fail acquire habits independence, 
and they depend too much upon their teacher. 

“The two teaching and study, are direct 
opposites; the one, the pupil mentally dependent, 
mentally pauperized, and is, that measure, robbed 
mental strength and courage. the other, study, 
thrown his own resources, and result, gains 
force and power.” must use part the pupil’s 
time home test the powers application and study 
which should learn school. 

But, assigning school tasks, teachers should remember 
that there are many homes which the pupils must assist 
with the housework and that there are also music lessons, 
dancing lessons, and church duties, which demand atten- 
tion. poorer neighborhoods, many the boys sell 
papers for several hours each day after school hours. 

Many teachers, their zeal keep with the grade 
requirements, which are sometimes excessive, assign les- 
sons the preparation which requires too much time and 
work. Young teachers from the training schools, who 
have themselves been the habit studying several 
hours each day, are the chief offenders this respect. 

departmental classes especially, too much home work 
likely required. When one teaches all the sub- 
jects grade, she has full knowledge the various 
assignments for the next day, but when the special teachers 
history, geography, grammar, arithmetic, and science 
all give lessons for the same day, the burden too great 
for any pupil.
